HARRISBURG UP — Pennsylva­ 
n ia's elem entary school teachers 
will welcome the biggest crop of 
first 
graders 
in 
the 
com m on­ 
w ealth’s history when school be­ 
gins next month. 
Dr. Carl D 
M om«weck, chief 
of the Child Accounting and Re­ 
search Bureau of the Department 
of Public Instruction, said today 
som e 245.450 youngsters will enroll 
in the first grade of public and 
private schools 
about the stat*. 
L ast year there w ere 220,800 in all 
schools. 
At the sam e tim e M om *weck 
said ther* would be an Increase 
in 
total 
enrollm ent 
in 
public 
schools of about 83.000 over th* 
1952 enrollm ent of 1,686.800. 
On hand to g reet the pupils will 
be som e 60,000 teach ers. 
“The schools will be crow ded,” 
M orneweck said, “ but they have 
been crow ded before.” He cited 
the period of 1925-#§ as one in 
which 
crow ding 
w as 
heaviest. 
Those years averaged over 2 m il­ 
lion 
pupils 
enrolled 
In 
public 
schools. 
“The record set this y ear by the 
first grade 
pupil* probably will 
stand for som e y ears to co#ie,” 
M orneweck added. “ O ur statistics 
based on the birth rate in the state 
show there will be a drop in the 
next school year of about 7 per 
cent. It will continue to drop for 
the next few' achool y e a rs.” 
M orneweck said, how ever, that 
In 1958 the d ep artm en t expected 
the first grade enrollm ent to jum p 
back nearly to this y e a r’* record 
high.

NEED ENERGY 
AND PATIENCE 
TO REJUVENATE 
YOUR FURNITURE 


By VIVIAN BROWN

\ GOOD FACIAL can turn a 
dusty, grimy piece of furniture in­ 
to a thing of beauty. 
If the wood is good — walnut, 
mahogany, rose-wood, fruit wood, 
pine — you can enhance its love­ 
liness with a good refinishing job. 
All you need is energy and per­ 
severance. The time spent will be 
worth the effort, and in leas time 
than 
you can 
visit 
a 
furniture 
store, you will have an attractive 
article. 
So dig into the attic or c«Uar for 
that little rosewood table or wal­ 
nut wash stand or mahogany chest 
that Grandpa stuck in the corner. 
See if you can't make it prettier 
than anything you've seen at the 
country auction. 
H E R E ’S HOW according to ex­ 
perts ol the Johnson Consumer Ed­ 
ucation Department: 
Remove all old coatings — wax 
polish or paint. Start with a gen­ 
erous 
application of 
p a i n t or 
varnish remover, brushing it on 
and allowing it to stand until the 
finish is softened and begins to 
crinkle. Then s c r a p e off t h e 
softened varnish or paint with a 
putty knife while still wet, being 
careful not to gouge the wood. If 
the surface looks spotty, repeat 
both remover and scraper process. 
You are now ready to wash your 
f u r n i t u r e with d e n a t u r e d 
alcohol or prepared cleaner. Use 
a dripping rag to clean off the 
remover. Wipe immediatley with a 
dry rag. 
SANDPAPER with two grades of 
paper. Start w i t h 3-0 a n d fol­ 
low with a 4-0 or 5-0 until the 
surface is smooth. Then proceed 
as follows using the following: 1-2 
pt, 
4 
lh. 
cut 
white 
s h e l l a c 
diluted with 1-2 pt. d e n a t u r e d 
alcohol, I" to IV * bristle brush 
to apply shellac, I pad OOO steel 
wool. denatured alcohol to clean 
the brush, paste wax (about 2 ozs.) 
Apply a light coat of shellac, 
doing as little brushing as pos­ 
sible. 
Try 
to cover 
the 
surface 
quickly and evenly because shel­ 
lac begins to set very soon after 
application 
'Clean the brush with 
denatured alcohol immediatley af­ 
ter using it.) Let it dry o v e r ­ 
night, Work paste wax into steel 
wool pad and apply it with the 
grain, rubbing just enough to re­ 
move 
any unevenness. 
Do n o t 
bear down too hard. You can feel 
with your fingertips when t h e sur­ 
face is s m o o t h . Wipe off the 
excess wax, and polish the sur­ 
face immediatley, using a clean, 
dry cloth. Apply a second coat of 
paste wax with the cloth used for 
wiping off excess wax. Work one 
section of the piece of furniture 
at a time, polishing with a dry 
cloth while the wax is still moist. 
EDITORS 
NOTE: 
The 
finest 
finish you can achieve on a good 
piece of furniture involves doing 
sev en coats of shellac and seven 
sanding*:. It gives a fine lustrous 
hard finish. To remove the too- 
ahiny effect mix rottenstone with 
linseed oil, apply to piece w i t h 
blackboard eraser, then remove. 
Apply paste wax the next day. 
This Is hard work but well worth 
it. 
To m a k e sanding easier, y o u 
can 
find 
little 
ru b b e r 
sanding 
blocks rn which you can insert your 
sandpaper. S a n d p a p e r for fin­ 
al finishing such as the super fine 
grade of black waterproof sand 
p a p e r gives smooth results.

HARRISBURG 
.? — The State 
Health Department today reported 
355 listed polio cases in Pennsyl­ 
vania so far this year. The total 
is 13 more than for the sam e pe­ 
riod of *1952, the Keystone State’s 
worst polio year since 1916. 
Dr. Jam es D. Purvis of the de­ 
partm ent's 
Health 
Conservation 
Bureau, named Titusville, Craw­ 
ford County, ae the hardest hit 
by 
the 
disease this season. He 
said ll cases have been reported. 
Titusville's populations is 8.923. 
“ Five counties have already used 
up their allotments of gam m a glo­ 
bulin and have resorted to state 
reserves," Dr. Purvis pointed out. 
He named these counties as Car­ 
bon Clarion, Mercer, Monroe and 
Tioga. 
“ Mercer leads the five caught 
short with 20 cases. This i* com­ 
pared to the state high of 49 in 
Allegheny County where there is 
no shortage of gam m a globulin.”

re­ 
corded its fourth polio-attributed 
death of the year.

By 
costly 
experience 
eastern 
farmers, orchardists, and vegeta­ 
ble gardeners are slowly but In­ 
escapably arriving at the conclu­ 
sion that they must adopt some 
workable 
form of irrigation. Of 
course, 
elaborate 
overhead 
sys­ 
tems 
are 
not 
practical 
for 
general use because their original 
cost calls for 
intensive 
market 
gardening 
to Justify the invest­ 
ment. 
In 
numerous 
instances 
land slopes do not permit any 
type of irrigation. Thus, advice 
must be general to apply to a 
subject so vast and varied. 
First of course, emphasis must 
be placed and kept on providing 
more and deeper organic m atter 
in the soil. This is the moistufe- 
holding 
property and 
the 
more 
liberally a soil is mellowed with 
decayed vegetation the more wa­ 
ter it will absorb and the longer 
it will retain this supply. This fac­ 
tor has always been and always 
will be truth No. I in meeting the 
menace tof drought or light rain­ 
fall. 
The second fact ever plant grow­ 
er should stress is summer mulch­ 
ing. A heavy vegetative covering 
not only prevents escape of mois­ 
ture held in the soil but it elimin­ 
ates the extensive labor of cultiva­ 
tion, It Invites roots into the rich­ 
er surface soil to feed, it pro­ 
motes 
the 
maximum 
action 
of 


beneficial bacteria, and it prevents 
decay and contamination of such 
crops as strawberries, tomatoes, 
cucumbers, 
squashes,, and 
can- 
toloupes. Numerous farm ers and 
gardeners have proved conclusive­ 
ly during 
the past season that 
mulching saves crops effectively 
when droughts come. 
Gardeners and orchardists who 
often encouter difficulties in ob­ 
taining sufficient and satisfactory 
m aterials for summer mulching 
may easily grow their own m a­ 
terial. Winter rye seeded in Au­ 
gust will attain growth by April 
I to provide a vast supply of m a­ 
terial and the residue may then 
be turned under to improve the 
soil. Then in May, after the soil 
warms up, Sudan grass may be 
seeded on a small area to pro­ 
duce several summer cuttings to 
augment the supply. 
Direct irrigation may be prac­ 
ticed on a wide range of methods, 
from ld-gallon milk cans or metal 
drums set at intervals along crop 
rows or beneath fruit trees with 
small “ leaks” provided in them 
to open-furrow and sprinkling sys­ 
tems. One of the more practical 
ways is th# porous hose method. 
This may be operated from a pres­ 
sure water line or from an ele­ 
vated tank or even on a small 
scale from elevated barrels. Farm 
supply dealers pow carry hose for 
this purpose or old lawn hose may 
be utilized, with punctures made 


: every few inches to permit water 
to seep out. 
Wells or unfailing springs ar# 
satisfactory sources of water. In 
several communities over the past 
few years farmers and gardeners 
| have cooperated in bringing irri­ 
gation pipes from larger bodies of 
water —- rivers, larg# creeks or 
lakes. Here is a worthy subject 
for community discussion and ac­ 
tion. Costs are prorated according 
to acreage to be watered. 
For fruit trees, vegetable gar­ 
dens, truck crops and small fruits 
the porous hose method of Irriga­ 
tion plus heavy summer mulching

Salay’s release was also a spe­ 
cial kind of birthday present for 
one of his three sisters. The oldest 


sister, M arguerite, was 20 yester­ 
day. 
In W ashington County, four little 
children ran a half mile to tell 
their grandm other, Mrs. M ary P a r­ 
ish, that her son, Pvt. Parish, had 
been released. The GI is the chil­ 
dren’s uncle. 
Parish had been a prisoner since 
July 17. The children heard the 
news at their own home when a 
neighbor called their father, Ste­ 
phen Parish, a brother of the sol­ 
dier. 
Note Of Sadness 
There was a note of sadness, 
however, in the M ercersburg home 
of Mrs. Corrine Taylor, an aunt of 
Pvt. K aiser. She said the 21-year- 
old soldier does not know his fa­ 
ther, Boyd E. K aiser, died a month 
ago. 
' We didn’t write when his father 
passed 
aw ay,” 
Mrs. Taylor ex­ 
plained. “ We have been waiting to 
hear he had been released, but we 
hadn’t heard anything definite un­ 
til now.” 
Kaiser has been In the Army 
about three years. He was cap- J 
tured in Novem ber, 1951, a few 
weeks after reaching Korea.
